LONDON, Aug. 27—The 
biggest deposits of uranium so 
far discovered in the British 
Isles have been found in 
North Wales, the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial 
Research disclosed Sunday. 

Samples of radioactive 
rocks have been analyzed and 
a report is being prepared for 
the government. The Depart- 
ment’s statement said: 

“Relatively high radioac- 
tivity has been discovered in 
the Dolgelly black band shales 
of North Wales where possi- 
bly. a million tons of uranium 
is present in submarginal 
grade rocks carrying 80 
grams per. ton.” 

A Ministry of Supply offi- 
cial said “ore of 80 grams a 
ton is of extremely low yield 
and is in fact below the limits 
which have up til now been 
considered worth exploita- 
tion.”

At hand is the published report of the 

eg eng of County’s schools, 

D. West, and the Board of Education. 

It is a good report. It is good because 

it reveals an in ent approach to the 

complex school lem, involving con- 

struction, staffing and maintenance of 
white and colored schools. 

The County of Fulton, more than any 


other large n government in the State, 
has met the moral and legal challenge of 


providing equal accommodations. 

The goal cannot be attained by touch- 
ing an Aladdin’s lamp or waving a magic 
wand, but it can be done if the will is 
there. Fulton has it. 

Some of the figures are startling and 

demanding. 
. For example, enrollment has more than 
doubled in past 20 years. The popula- 
tion of Georgia has shown only a slight 
gain in that time. it means, as we have 
editorially pointed out before, that urban 
eenters, chiefly the suburbs of cities, have 
been growing rapidly for a long time and 
will continue to increase in population. 

The estimated increase for the Fall 
term, soon to begin, is 12,119 pupils more 
than entered last September. at is a 
staggering percentage increase of almost 
49 per cent. There will be 480 additional 
teachers this year, an increase of 67 per 
eent. There will be 289 new classrooms. 
But, still there are not enough of either, 
teachers or classrooms.

In 1935 there were just 22,531 books in 
all the school libraries of the county. 
Today there are 131,424. That allows us

ing parents with a co-operative program 
for the children. 


But Fulton County must face up to 
the fact that her needs for the next five 
years will be great. They must be met. 


In conclusion, one cannot avoid think- 
ing of the smaller counties where they do 
not collect their just taxes, because local 
politics keeps the digest low, and where 
there is not enough income to do a school 
job. False county pride and lack of vision 
prevent explorations into consolidation of 
counties and also into the possibility of 
establishing school districts involving two 
or more counties, or parts of counties, so 
that county lines may not prevent building 
schools where they will best serve the 
population needs. 

Local pride is often mighty expensive 
in poor schools, inadequate publie health 
facilities and other substandard serv- 
ices—but maybe keeping those boys in the 
courthouses is worth it.

Why Russia 
Holds Back 


WASHINGTON—Most of our top military 
leaders look on it as reassuring that, after 


two months of fighting, there is no evidence: 


of Russian plans to intervene directly in the Korean war situation. 
That was our major concern at the start, because had the Rus- 
sians decided to cast their lot with the North Korean Commu- 
nists, then World War III would have been upon us. 


‘The fact that two months have been permitted te pass with- 
out Soviet intervention may be taken to mean that they have no 
present intention to become involved in another war. Otherwise 
it is to be assumed that they would have acted before now. This 


should be comforting news, as it tends to indicate that another 


world conflict is to be avoided for the time being, at least. 


Checks If the Russians had had any design for further con- 

quest, the time for them to have moved, it seems, 
would have been when we threw down the challenge in Korea. 
She was, and still is, for that matter, in position to overrun 
Western Europe almost at will. Against the no more than 12 
trained and equipped divisions of the Western Allies in Europe, 
the Russians are able to offer 100 or more such divisions, together 
with the necessary armored forces and air strength. 


If we impute to them any such design—and many do—two 
things have restrained them, according to the view of our military 
planners. One is the huge industrial and military potential 
the United States, once it is mobilized, and the other 
supremacy we hold in atomic weapons. Of the two, the latter 
is undoubtedly the deciding factor. 


The events in Korea have shown that we were not prepared 
for the type of war that has been thrust upon us. That might 
have been an invitation for the Russians to move in Europe 
before we were able to mobilize. Military sources agree that 
they would have been able to overrun Europe before we could 
do anything much to stop them. 


The thing that has held them back, our military planners 
believe, is our possession of the atomic bomb, along with the 
necessary big bombers and bases to lay them down in key Rus- 
sian centers, if hostilities should break out. Although the 
Russians are credited with now having the secret of the atom 
bomb, the stockpile they have been able to accumulate, if any, 
is nothing compared to ours. Informed estimates as to the number 
we have on hand range from 450 to nearly 1,000. The best the 
Russians are believed to have is from 5 to 25. Some of our atomic 
scientists have expressed doubt that they have any. 


Even conceding them the maximum figure of 25, it can be 
seen where the men of the Kremlin would be mad to invite an 
atomic war with any such disparity of bombs against them. 


Sécretary of Defense Louis Johnson has 
Different Kind been widely criticized for making the 
statement he did some time back that if a war started at 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon, for example, we would be prepared to move an 
hour later, or words to that effect. The difficulties we have since 
met in Korea have seemed to put that statement in a bad light. 


‘But Mr. Johnson was thinking in terms of an entirely dif- 
ferent type of war than the one in which we are presently 
engaged in Korea, where conditions do not favor the use of atomic 
bombs and big bombers. He was thinking more of a war with 
Russia, the only remaining major power about whom we are 
concerned. As to our state of preparedness for waging an atomic 
war with Russia, the best answer is to be found in an article 
in the current issue of the U. S. News and World Report, weekly 
businessman’s magazine published here in Washington. Here in 
part is what it says: 


“In readiness, prepared to strike, is a fleet of more than 2,000 
Air Force bombers able to carry atom bombs. It includes nearly 
200 big B-36 bombers and about the same number of postwar 
B-50s, as well as the remaining wartime B-29s. In readiness, too, 
are quantities of Navy bombers capable of carrying atom bombs 
and able to take off from aircraft carriers or from the surface 
of the sea. These include the long-range ‘Mars,’ the P2V2 type 
with a combat range of more than 3,500 miles, and smaller jet- 
propelled planes.” 


The article goes on to describe the air bases 
In 12 Hours available to us in Europe, Britain, the Near 
Hast and the Mediterranean for launching bomber attacks. Assum- 
ing that we have the bombs dispersed for immediate use, it is 
explained that within 12 hours after a war started with Russia 
we would be able to press the attack to points even beyond the 
Urals in Russia. 


On that basis, Secretary Johnson was not exactly thinking 
through his hat in making the statement he did. The Russians 
know all of this, of course. Still there is something reassuring 
about the fact that they have not seen fit to make more than a 
propaganda issue about Korean events.

“Every Possible Protection’ 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass.—The dateline of this commentary has no particular 
meaning in relation to the subject matter, although there are several hundred 
Communists in. the New Bedford+Fall River war-industry area, most of them 
aliens or naturalized immigrants, and our topic is the preventive detention of 


enemy adherents. 


I have discussed before the decision of the Supreme Court 


upholding imprisonment in concentration camps of thousands of American citizens 
of Japanese ancestry and physiognomy whose loyalty was unquestioned. The court’s opinion up- 
holding this treatment is so devious and hypocritical that it must frighten honest devotees of our 


Constitution. 


For that reason alone,to be suse, I was frightened by the potential threat to our 


safety presented by many thousands of Japanese who, like the Communists of New Bedford-Fall 
River, refused “to swear unqualified allegiance to the United States” and to “renounce allegiance 


to” a foreign power. 

I agreed with General John L. De Witt, the 
commanding general of the Western command, 
when he said, in effect, that “the successful 
prosecution of the war requires every possible 
protection against sabotage and espionage to na- 
tional defense material, premises and utilities.” 
But I realized when I visited the Japanese con-

Keeps His Promise

The promises a politician is sure to keep 
apparently are those he makes to his wife. 
Lieut. Gov. Marvin Griffin keeps them, we learn 
from a story in the Early County News column 
of Earl Pickle, the Blakely scrivener whose wit 
‘is legend in Southwest Georgia. He writes: 

“Marvin Griffin, Georgia’s friendly lieutenant 
governor, made one campaign promise which he 
wishes he hadn't. On the night of the election, 
Marvin was being interviewed by different radio 
stations, and when one reporter asked him what 
he intended doing, now that the election was 
about over, he replied that he thought he would 
go home and stay around the house and help 
his wife work in the yards for about two weeks. 
Marvin said he thought he would be safe in 
making this statement, as the radio station over 
which he was speaking is a small one and he 
had no Mea his wife would hear his remarks. 
But he reckoned wrong, for when he reached 
home Mrs. Griffin had a hoe and weed slinger 
waiting at the front door. And she held him 
to his promise. One of these days politicians are 
going to quit letting their tongues make more 
promises than their hands can fulfill.” 


We should sympathize with Mr. Griffin, we. 


suppose, since he is kept busy while his rural 
constituents are “laying by.” But it will work 
wonders for his physique, and he may need all 
the stamina he can muster when the legislative 
battles wax hot next session. 


Order No, 34 directed that all persons of Japa- 
nese ancestry should be excluded from that 
area. ... No question was raised as to peti- 
tioner’s loyalty to the United States. ... All 
legal restrictions which curtail the civil rights of 
a single racial group are immediately suspect. 
This is not to say that all such restrictions are 
unconstitutional. Pressing public necessity may 


sometimes justify such restrictions; racial an- 
tagonism never can.” 


“ Nevertheless, General De Witt, commenting 
on his order, had said, “A Jap’s a Jap,” meaning 
that for practical, immediate purposes, Japs were 
dangerous because they were Japs regardless of 
the admitted loyalty of the petitioner before the 
court and of thousands like him. 


Resuming our excerpts from the majority 
opinion, which is still the law: “Whoever shall 


enter, remain in, leave or commit any act in any 


military area or zone prescribed by the Presi- 
dent... or by any military authority designated 
by the secretary of war... contrary to the order 
of the secretary of war or any such military com- 
mander, shall be liable to a fine of not to exceed 
$5,000 or imprisonment for not more than one 
year ‘for each offense.” 


Without rejecting “guilt by association,” one 
may still reject the finding that the loyal, inno- 
cent Japs suffered no wrong merely because they 
looked like “approximately 5,000” others who re- 
fused to swear unqualified allegiance, and that 
their injury was only an unavoidable hardship 
of war. Communists and fellow-travelers delib- 
erately invite suspicion by flocking together for 
the hostile purpose of giving aid and comfort to 
the enemy in the present war. They give cir- 
cumstantial_ evidence. The loyal Japs were not 
even accused of associating with the disloyal. 
They were found guilty of loeking like disloyal 
persons. In more honest words, they looked 
like Japs. 


That was the only reason why they were 
locked up and the Supreme Court lied when 
it wrote the contrary. So the law now stands 
on our books that persons of a general simi- 
larity of features er complexion or who 
eame from lands now or formerly occupied 
by Seviet Russia or whose parents did may 
be locked up. : 


Justice Jackson, dissenting, correctly said: 
“A citizen’s presence in the locality was made 
a crime only if his parents were of Japanese 
birth. . . . His crime would result not from 
anything he did, said or thought, but only in 
that he was born of different racial stock.” 

The contrast between the court’s position in 
this case and the malicious persecution waged 
by those who harass good citizens for casual, 
angry remarks under extreme, intentional provo- 
cation need not be labored. The Supreme Court 
indorsed “genocide” in principle here.

If the menu is light, 
I serve generous squares of this 
cake topped with whipped 
cream. If the menu is a hearty 
one, I serve small pieces and 
omit the whipping cream. . For 
dessert parties or evening re- 
freshments it is perfect. 

Many bakeries and grocery 
stores sell lady fingers. If you 
can’t find them, use long slices 
of loaf cake. 

The peppermint flavor will 
have to be left to your prefer- 
ence. We like it minty so I use 
the full amount of extract. 


CHOCOLATE MINT ICEBOX 
CAKE 


3 squares unsweetened chocolate 
% cup sugar 
Dash salt 

% cup hot water 

1 tablespoon cold water 
1% teaspoons unflavored gelatin 

4 egg yolks 

1 teaspoon Vanilla 

% to % teaspoon peppermint extract 
4 egg whites 

i, cup whipping cream 

2 dozen lady fingers 

Melt chocolate in top of double 
broiler. Add sugar, salt, and 
hot water, stirring until sugar 
is dissolved and mixture blend- 
ed. Add cold water to gelatin 
and mix. Add to hot chocolate 
mixture and stir until gelatin is 
dissolved; then cook until mix- 
ture is smooth and well thick- 
ened. Remove from boiling wa- 
ter; add egg yolks, one at a time, 
beating thoroughly after each. 
Place over boiling ‘water and 
cook two minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Add vanilla and pep- 
permint. Cool Fold in stiffly 
beaten egg whites and whipped 
cream. 


Line bottom and sides of 
square pan with waxed paper. 
Arrange split lady fingers, on 
bottom and sides of pan. Add 
thin layer of thickened choco- 
late mixture, then arrange lady 
fingers and chocolate in alter- 
nate layers, topping with choco- 
late.

How does your child analyze 
you?

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Jesus Tells Disciples

Again we have a dinner scene: 
again Martha serves and Mary 
is at Jesus’ feet. But now in- 
stead of fretful service and self- 
ish worship, we see patient serv- 
ice and worship with sacrifice. 
We see uncomplaining toil and 
unselfish tenderness. 


Mary with her exquisite per- 
fume is anointing her Lord, and 
its fragrance filled his being 
with a subtle consciousness that, 
even as he loved and had com- 
passion, so his followers could 
do. She showed insight, sympa- 
thy and unselfish love expressed 
in a prodigal outpouring. She 
did not try to be practical; she 
did not present something use- 
ful; she gave what to her was 
most exquisite, showing that 
nothing that she had or could 
have was too good for him. 


But this scene presents more . 


than an expression of Mary’s 
love and devotion. There is also 
the picture of a thief and of 
criticism directed against Mary 
even while she was anointing 
her Lord. John says that Judas 
was the one that objected, but 
Matthew and Mark refer to this 
criticism as if there were more 
than Judas who offered it. The 
Master defended Mary plainly. 
He told them to let her alone; 
that she had done a good work 
on him; that she had done what 
she could. 


When Jesus said that Mary 
had done what she could, or the 
best she could, we find that 
there was an apology for the 
deed intimated, but an all-out 
indorsement of Mary. That is 
what we mean when we say that 
a person has done the best he 
could. 

There were circumstances 
which prevented her doing 
better. What were those cir- 
cumstances? The common 
idea seems to be that Jesus 
referred to the fact that his 
suffering and death had been 
planned throughout all eter- 
nity, and that no one, however 
much he might wish to de so, 
could change the circum- 
stances as they were. Mary 
could not have saved his life. 
She could not have prevented 
the insults, the ignominy and 
the shame; but she could show 
him that she loved him in 
spite of it. 

In the first scene I believe 
that Mary enjoyed Jesus thor- 
oughly, she liked to hear his

word, he entertained her, he 
was charming. But in this scene 
I believe that she sensed a fel- 
lowship in his suffering and, in 
spite of his apparent failure and 
disgrace, she offered love and 
tenderness which would help 
him to endure. There is an ocean 
of difference between loving a 
person whom we enjoy, and be- 


ing willing to sacrifice for one | 


who is “despised and rejected of 
men, a man of Sorrows and ac- 
quainted with grief.” Jesus also 
said that Mary was anointing 
him for his bdrial. 


This has always been the 
strangest part of the incident 
to me. How could one who 
had seen him raise her brother 
from the dead, and had in all 
probability heard through her 
sister, Martha, what he said 
about being the resurrection 
and the life, how could she, I 
say, anoint him for burial? 


I have read many commen- 
tators who say that Mary’s in- 
sight was nothing short of mi- 
raculous, That she foresaw the 
cross. Maybe she did. But she 
certainly did not foresee the 
resurrection. Else how could she 
anoint Jesus Christ for burial? 
I believe that the mainspring 
of Mary’s devotion was an un- 
failing love, the greatest of the 
Christian virtues. But I do not 
think she had much faith in the 
power of Jesus, nor any hope. 


I believe that Jesus prophe- 
cied rather than established the 
memorial to her deed through- 
out the whole world, wherever 
the gospel shall be preached. He 
knew human nature. He knew 


how we folks react to a little 


bit of love. He knew how most 
of us would rather be loved 
than anything else in the world. 
He knew to the fullest how the 
human heart breaks without it, 
and he knew that “this that she 
hath done” would, from its 
sheer beauty, be remembered as 
nothing else could be. Mary’s 
act was dramatic, costly and 
tender. It could not fail to be 
remembered throughout the 
ages wherever the géspel is 
preached. It is good that it was 
dramatic for a _ love-hungry 
world to see; since it was costly, 
a love-hungry world would 
prize it; because it was tender, 
a love-hungry world would feel
